TELLS OF HERMIT'S DEATH 


SEVERAL DAYS AFTER

The Kemp- 
era lived as hermits, some distance from 
the main road and for weeks at a time 
were not seen by other residents of that 
•vicinity. They eeked out a living by do- 
ing odd jobs in that section. Tuesday 
morning, while cutting wood, one of the 
sons casually informed Mr. Zepp that his 
father had died on Sunday. He seemed 
little concerned about the matter and said 
no arrangements had been made. Resi- 
dents about Hunterstown then communi- 
cated with H. T. Stauffer, pieward at the 
Alms House, who went to the shack and 
removed the body. In similar oases of this 
kind it is customary to ship the bodies to 
Philadelphia for experimental work but 
the body of the old man had decomposed 
and it was decided to make the interment

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Importance of Universal Kindergarten 


Work for All of Our Children. 


By MAJ. GEN. W. G. HAAN, U. S. Army. 


If I should be permitted io step for a moment 


outside of the educational work in the army, I would 
be persuaded to mention the importance of universal 
kindergarten work for all of our children. It is in 
these early states that the mind is pliable and suscepti- 
ble to proper guidance in correct thinking; in learning 
to reason honestly to correct conclusions, simple as 
they may seem, yet complex as they probably appear 
to the youthful mind. 


It is in these early stages that I believe we could 


and should lead the children's minds in the correct 


way of thinking, in coming to correct and elementary conclusions, and in 
their later work to keep constantly before their minds the principles so 
inculcated. 


I think one of the greatest deficiencies in our entire system of educa- 


tion is a lack of leadership among the very young, the children of kinder- 
garten age.

unconsecrated pride." You watch the loneliness of a life which has for- 
gotten "the holy sweet communion qf men." You follow his experience as 
when his soul "was stained at last by that most venomous despair, self- 
pity." You look upon "the trouble of a soul in thrall to mean despairs." 


Then you watch this man as the great unselfish fires are kindled m 


his life. You see him listening to the great human voices of those who 
can say "we know the proud content of m=n who sweep unbowed before 
the legionary fears." You soe him thrill to the call of brotherhood from 
those Swho cherish "all the dear delights that spring from man's com- 
munion with man." 
You respond to his own answer to the lines: 


"All girt with passionate truth to wage 
High battle for the word unsaid, 
The song unsung, the cause unlcd, 
The freedom that no hope can gauge.* 


You surrender with him to their appeal, and you, too, cry, 


"Together we will march toward the ways 
Wherein the marshalled hosts of morning wait 
In sleepless watch, with banners wide unfurled 
Across the skies in ceremonial state, 
To greet the men who lived triumphant days, 
And stormed the secret beauty of tlia world." 


"There are sweet surprises awaiting 


many an humble «ou! fighting against 
great odda in the battle of seemingly 
commonplace life." 


What to Do With Bits of Leftovers. 


Most housewives have dozens of 


ways of re-cooking or serving leftover 
meats, but too many throw away left- 
over vegetables or serve them again 
wanned up in the same sauce. Vege- 
tables of most kinds admit of so many 
ways of cooking that even a spoonful 
should never be wasted. 


We have any number of recipes 


which tell us how to serve the vege- 
table in any quantity, but we have to 
do in this article with small amounts 
vhich are beneath the notice of the 
average cook. 


A spoonful of cooked beans washed 


from the sauce in which they were 
served added to a potato salad will 
make that quite another dish; the 
same is true of peas, corn or other 
vegetables. 


One cupful of stewed corn will make 


an escalloped dish sufficient for a small 
family. Butter a baking dish, put In 
the corn with .alternate layers of but- 
tered crumbs; dot paeh layer with bits 
of butter if dry crumbs are used, and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. Pour 
over enough milk with a beaten egg 
added to cover the corn, and bake until 
firm. 


A cupful of corn will provide corn 


fritters for four people. Add egg, a 
tablespoonful of milk and flour, to 
make a drop batter; add half a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder to the flour; 
fry the size of large oysters in a well- 
greased frying pan or in deep fat, 


There is no economy in combining 


u-ith leftovers expensive foods such as 
butter, cream, eggs and milk, to make 
them pass muster with the family, for 
the object in using leftovers is to be 
frugal, and at the same time serve an 
appetizing dish. 


Corn 
Muffins. 


Beat together one cupful of stewed 


corn drained dry; two egg yolks, one- 
quarter tpa'.poonful of snlt, a tea- 
spoonful of mdtcd butter; add 
r>ne 


cupful of milk, one and one-half cnp- 
fuls of Hour sifted with a tea«poonful 
of baking powder. Beat vigorously for 
five minutes, then fold in the well- 
beaten whites of two eggs. 
Half-fill 


heated muffin irons and bake in a hot 
oven half an hour. 


Cold string beans make an excellent 


salad. Cook two strips of bacon, cut 
in dice until brown; add a bit of 
minced onion, salt and pepper; add a 
little vinegar and the beans and serve 
hot. 


Add a generous half-cupful or more 


of crated cheese to a small dish of 


per. When the omelet is ready to fold, 
spread over It the peas; fold and fin- 
ish cooking. 


A sauce for lamb chops may be 


made of the usual white sauce with 
peas added. 
Serve as a garnish on the 


platter of lamb chops. 


Scalloped onions are especially good 


using cold cooked onions, a layer of 
grated cheese and a cupful of white 
sauce. Bake covered with buttered 
crumbs.

What to Do With Bits of Leftovers. 


Most 
housewives have dozens of 
ways of re-cooking or serving leftover 
meats, but too many throw away left­ 
over vegetables or serve them again 
warmed up in the same sauce. 
Vege­ 
tables of most kinds admit of so many 
ways of cooking that even a spoonful 
should never be wasted. 


We have any number 
of recipes 
which tell us how to serve the vege­ 
table in any quantity, but we have to 
do in this article with small amounts 
vhich are beneath the notice of the 
average coolc. 


A spoonful of cooked beans washed 
from the sauce in which they were 
served added to a potato salad will 
make that quite another dish; 
the 
same is true of peas, corn or other 
vegetables. 


One cupful of stewed corn will make 
an esealloped dish sufficient for a small 
family. 
Butter a baking dish, put in 
the corn with -alternate layers of but­ 
tered crumbs; dot each layer with bits 
of butter if dry crumbs are used, and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Pour 
over enough milk with a beaten egg 
added to cover the com, and bake until 
firm. 


A cupful of corn will provide corn 
fritters for four people. 
Add egg, a 
tablespoonful of milk and flour, to 
make a drop batter; add half a tea­ 
spoonful of baking powder to the flour; 
fry the size of large oysters in a well- 
grensed frying pan or in deep fa£? 


There is no economy in combining 
with leftovers expensive foods such as 
butter,* cream, eggs and milk, to make 
them pass muster with the family, for 
the object in using leftovers is to be 
frugal, and at the same time serve an 
appetizing dish. 


Corn Muffins. 


Beat together one cupful of stewed 
corn drained dry; two egg yolks, one- 
quarter teaspoonful of salt, a tea­ 
spoonful of melted butter; add one 
cupful 6f milk, one and one-half cup­ 
fuls of flour sifted with a teaspoonful 
of baking powder. Beat vigorously for 
five minutes, then fold in the well- 
beaten whites of two eggs. 
Half-fill 
heated muffin irons and bake in a hot 
oven half an hour. 


Cold string beans make an excellent 
salad. 
Cook two strips of bacon, cut 
in dice until brow n; add a bit of 
minced onion, salt and pepper; add a 
little vinegar and the beans and serve 
hot. 


Add a generous half-cupful or more 
of grated cheese to a small dish of 
cretnned string beans. 


A green pea omelet makes a de­ 
licious luncheon dish. 
Drain a cupful 
of cooked peas, mash with the back of 
a spoon and season with salt and pep­ 


per, When the omelet is ready to fold, 
spread over it the peas; fold and fin­ 
ish cooking. 


A sauce for lamb chops may be 
made of the usual white sauce with 
peas added, 
Serve as a garnish on the 
platter of lamb chops. 


Scalloped onions are especially good 
using cold cooked onions, a layer of 
grated cheese and a cupful of white 
sauce.

Gdorge 
Baker, clerk, speaking for the com- 
missioners, said th>3 board is ready to 
go ahead and secure the memorial just 
as soon as they receive an authentic 
list of the names of the soldiers who 
gave tfoair lives. At the same time, 
Mr. Baker stated, the commissioners 
wanted the American Legion and the

lost their lives in the World War. 


The tablet is to be made of bronze, 


to be 2 feet, 2 inches wide, and 3 feet, 
10 inches long, and will cost $323.

If the motorcar owner could watch 
the flow of gasoline from the carbure­ 
tor into the Intake manifold, he would 
discover that his car, as one of the 
ditties of the day harmonizes It, is 
“forever blowing bubbles.“ 
lie would 
find that what he thinks is condensa­ 
tion of gasoline is not condensation at 
all, but lack of vaporization. 


The steam carburetor has a vital re­ 
lation to tills “blowing of bubbles” in 
the gasoline intake manifold, and it en­ 
ables the intake manifold to accom­ 
plish a complete vaporization of the 
gasoline, eliminating what the owner 
thinks is condensation of gasoline. 
The steam carburetor, put to test at 
Ames, la., agricultural college, re­ 
vealed there seemingly is no such ac­ 
tion as condensation of gasoline in the 
intake manifold. 


Merely Mixes Gas With Air. 


These laboratory tests, made by! 
Ames engineers, established that the 
carburetor does not vaporize the gaso­ 
line. 
All it does is mix the gasoline 
with air. 
This mixture then passes 
into the intake manifold. 


In the center of this stream as it 
passes into the manifold .the engineers 
observed a bluish, cloud-like vapor, 
while to each side of this was gaso­ 
line in sprayed form. 


The gasoline sprays at each side of 
the blue vapor cloud were drawn to­ 
ward the cylinders by the suction of 
the motor. 
As they passed in they 
presently struck against the wall of 
the intake manifold. 
At this point 
the sprays turned into tiny globules 
of gascline or air—in other words, 
into bubbles. 
These bubbles clung to 
the wall of the manifold, finally being 
drawn into the explosion chambers in 
that form. 


Waste of Fuel. 


This bubble formation of the gaso­ 
line represents the average owner’s 
waste of fuel. 
It also adds to the 
tendency of the motor to make carbon. 


The steam carburetor shoots hot, 
live steam into the manifold just 
above the carburetor proper, and this 
steam eliminates the bubble formation 
of gasoline and converts all the gas­ 
oline into vapor form. 


BROKEN AUTOMOBILE 
AXLE SOON REPAIRED 


Job Can Be Done With Taper 
Punch and Piece of Board. 


Majority of Accidents Happen in Out 
of-Way Places and Usually Driver 
Is Without Necessary Tools 
to Make Repairs. 


If your automobile’s axle, either 
right or left, breaks, a quick “gel 
home” job can be made with a taper 
punch and a piece of board. 


Remove the differential case cover/ 
insert the punch in the hole to keep it 
from turning, and wire the board fast 
to the running board and the rear end 
of the spring or mud guard, as shown 
in the illustration. The board holds

upon the assessed value of the taxable 
property therein, nor 
shall 
nny 
such 


municipality or district Incur any new- 
debt, or Increase Its Indebtedness to an 
amount exceeding two (2) per centum 
upon such assessed valuation 
of 
pro- 


perty, without the consent of the elect- 
ors thereof at a public election In such 
manner as shall be provided by law. In 
ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
the city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall be deducted from such debt 
so much of the debt of said city as shall 
have been Incurred, or Is about to be 
Incurred, and the proceeds thereof ex- 
pended, or about to be expended, upon 
any public Improvement, or In the con- 
struction, purchase, or condemnation of 
any public utillly, or part thereof, or fa- 
cility therefor. If such public Improve- 
ment or public utility, or part thereof, 
whether separately or In connection with 
any other public Improvement or public 
utility, or part thereof, may reasonably 
be expected to yield revenue In excess of 
operating- expenses sufficient to pay the 
Interest and sinking-fund charges there- 
on. 
The method of determining such 


amount, so to be deducted, may be 
prescribed by the General Assembly. 


In incurring: indebtedness for any pur- 


pose the city of Philadelphia may issua 
Its obligations maturing not later than 
fifty (50) years from the date thereof, 
with provision for a sinking-fund suffi- 
cient to retire said obligations at matur- 
ity, the payment to such sinking-fund to 
be In equal traded annual.or other peri- 
odical instalments. Where any indebted- 
ness shall be or shall have been Incurred 
by said city of Philadelphia for the pur- 
pose of the construction or improve- 
ments of public works or utilities of any 
character, from which Income or reve- 
nue la to be derived by said city, or for 
the reclamation of land to be used in the 
construction of wharves or docks owned 
or to be owned by said city, such obliga- 
tions may be In an amount sufficient to 
provide for, and may include the amount 
of, the Interest and sinking-fund charges 
accruing and .which may accrue thereon 
throughout the period of construction, 
and until the expiration of one year after 
the completion of the work for which 
said Indebtedness shall have been In- 
curred: and said city shall not be re- 
aulred to levy a tax to pay said interest 
and sinking-fund charges as reQuired by 
section tr.n. article nine of the Const tu- 
tion of Pennsylvania, until the expira- 
tion of »ald period of one year after the 
completion of said work.

erty therein, but the debt of the city of 
Philadelphia may be increased In such 
amount that the total city debt of said 
city shall not exceed ten per centum HO) 
upon the assessed value of tho taxable 
property therein, nor 
shall 
any 
such 
municipality or district incur any new 
debt, or Increase Its Indebtedness to an 
amount exceeding' two (2) per centum 
upon such assessed valuation of pro­ 
perty, without the consent of tho elect­ 
ors thereof at a public election in such 
manner as shall be provided by law. In 
ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
the city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall be deducted from such debt 
so much of the debt of said city as shall 
have been incurred, or is about to bo 
Incurred, and the proceeds thereof ex­ 
pended, or about to be expended, upon 
any public improvement, or in tho con­ 
struction, purchase, or condemnation of 
any public utility, or part thereof, or fa­ 
cility therefor, if such publio improve­ 
ment or public utility, or part thereof, 
whether separately or in connection wfith 
any other public improvement or public 
utility, or part thereof, may reasonably 
be expected to yield revenue in excess of 
operating expenses sufficient to pay the 
interest and sinking-fund charges there­ 
on.

In Incurring indebtedness for any pur­ 
pose the city of Philadelphia may issu« 
its obligations maturing not later than 
fifty (50) years from the date thereof, 
with provision for a sinking-fund suffi­ 
cient to retire said obligations at matur­ 
ity, the payment to such sinking-fund to 
be In equal graded annual or other peri­ 
odical instalments. Where any indebted­ 
ness shall be or shall have been Incurred 
by said city of Philadelphia for the pur­ 
pose of the construction or Improve­ 
ments of public works or uillities of any 
character, from which income or reve­ 
nue is to be derived by said city, or for

HATCHING EGGS FROM PEKIN 


Young Fowls to Be Marketed Should 


Be Fattened for Two Weeks Be- 


fore Killing—Fish Aid in 


Reducing Feed Bills. 


Ducks may be fed on the ration? 


reccnimended for fowls and chickens, 
but better results are usually secured 
by feeding more green and vegetable 
*eeds and a larger proportion of mash. 
Eggs from Pekin ducks are used large- 
ly for hatching, and the profit is se- 
cured in producing green ducklings; 
therefore these ducks are fed a main- 
tenance ration after they stop laying 
in the summer until about December 
1, when a laying ration is given am3, 
the amount of mash increased. 


Runners for Eggs. 


Indian Hunuer ducks have been in- 


troduced as producers of commercial 
eggs, so they should be fed laying ra- 
tions throughout the year if kept for 
egg production. 


The 
ducklings 
to

marketed 


should be fattened for two weeks be- 
fore killing on a ration made of three 
parts, by weight, of corn meal, two 
Marts of low-grade flour or middlings.

The fish meal Is not to be confusi-d 


with "fish scrap," a coarser by-product 
much used for fertilizer: the meal is 
m»de from clean, sound material and 
is intended to be used as food for cfu- 
tie and hogs. 'Formerly, the cani:?ry 
waste was all made into "scrap" for 
fertilizer purposes, but the bureau of 
chemistry, United States department 
of agriculture, knowing the extremely 
high protein content of the scrap, has 
been active in converting this material 
into a high-grade protein feed. 
The 


cleaned, selected portion is ground to a 
fine, palatable meal which may 
be 


used to replace tankage in hog, poul- 
try, or dairy rations. 


Fish meal has been recommended 


as a supplementary ration before now. 
but popular prejudice against n badly 
prepared product has discouraged it« 
use. 
The department of agriculture 


has proved by feeding 
experiment.* 


that fish meal equals the high-priced 
tankage as a ration ingredient, and 
better methods of selecting and milling 
have removed tin? cause? of prejudice. 


The oil content of tfee meal r.dds 


materially to its feeding value. So far 
the experiments have shown tha: the 
meal does not taint the animal prod- 
uct, whether it be pork, butter, eggs. 
or milk. 
Moreover, by diverting the 


fish meals to bis animals instead oj 
supplying it directly to his land a? 
fertilizer, the farmer loses but a trif.p 
of its fertilizing value and

scrap, with 3 per cent grit and 10 per 
cent green feed. Feed this mash three 
times daily, or use a mash of three 
parts corn meal, one part low-grade 
wheat fiour, one part bran. 5 per cent 
beef scrap, and 3 per cent oyster shell, 
with the green feed and grit added. 


Influence of Feeds. 


The green feed is sometimes left 


out of the ration during the last seven 
days of fastening, as it tends to color 
the meat and may produce a slightly 
flabby rather than a firm flesh; how- 
ever.'it is easier to keep the ducklings 
in good feeding condition on a mash 
containing green feed. Boiled fish may 
replace the beef scrap, but should only 
)e fed up to within two weeks before 
Jiey are killed, ns it may give a fishy 
taste to their llesh.

boiled fish is also fed in the mash to 
laying ducks in sections where tb.e 
duck farms border on the water nnu 
where fish is available at a very small 
cost.

of growing the crop, 
this' 
f seems to be a good argument in favoi 
^-•of growing oats. 
But to grow oat? 
successfully it is not necessary to us* 
$150 or $200 land. In western Canada 
some of the best oat-growing land in 
the world can be bought for about $2C 
an acre. On this land good yields and 
a high quality of grain is obtainable. 


Fifty to sixty bushels to the acre 
in properly prepared land is a fair 
overage yield for ohts in western Can­ 
ada in a normal season but yields oi 
up to 100 bushels, and even more, tc 
the acre have been frequent in good 
years.

Ducks may bo fWl on the rations 
recommended for fowls and chickens, 
but better results are usually secured 
by feeding more green and vegetable

Indian Kunuer ducks have been in­ 
troduced as producers of commercial 
eggs, so they should be fed laying ra­ 
tions throughout the year if kept for 
egg production.

Influence of Feeds. 


The green feed is sometimes left 
out of the ration during the last seven 
days of fastening, as it tends to color 
the meat and may produce a slightly 
flabby rather than a firm flesh; how­ 
ever. it is easier to keep the ducklings 
In good feeding condition on a mash 
containing green feed. Boiled fish may 
replace the beef scrap, but should only 
be fed up to within two weeks before 
they are killed, as it may give a fishy 
taste to their flesh.

A considerable quantity of 
boiled fish is also fed in the mash to 
laying ducks in sections where the 
duck farms border on the water and 
where fish is available at a very small 
cost.

Bureau of Chemistry Knowing High 
Protein Content of Scrap Has 
Been Activc in Converting 
Material Into Fcod. 


The common domestic pig will never 
be able to write a book on table man­ 
ners but he knows how to order a 
meal as well as anyone, 
lie is fn a 
fair way to demand a fish course to 
supplement his salad nnd vegetable 
diet. *He will take his fish in the form 
of fish meal, the refined by-product 
made from 
sound, 
wholesome 
raw 
material at the sardine, tuna, and sal­ 
mon canneries, or from the menhaden. 


The fish meal Is not to be confused 
with “fish scrap,” a coarser by-product 
much used for fertilizer; the mt'al is 
mode from clean, sound material and 
is intended to be used as food for cat­ 
tle and hogs. ‘Formerly, the cannery 
waste was all made into “scrap1' for 
fertilizer purpose«, but the bureau of 
chemistry, United States department 
of agriculture, knowing the extremely 
high protein content of the scrap, has 
been active in converting this material 
into a high-grade protein feed. 
The 
cleaned, selected portion is ground to a 
fine, palatable meal which may 
be 
used to replace tankage in hog, poul­ 
try, or dairy rations. 


Fish meal has been recommended 
as a supplementary ration before now, 
but popular prejudice against ft badly 
prepared product has discouraged it« 
use. 
The department of agriculture 
has proved by feeding 
experim ents 
that fish meal equals the high-priced 
tankage as a ration ingredient, and 
better methods of selecting and milling 
have removed the causes of prejudice. 


The oil coptent of ttie meal adds 
materially to its feeding value. So far 
the experiments have shown that the 
meal does not taint the animal prod­ 
uct, whether it be pork, butter, eggs, 
or milk. 
Moreover, by diverting the 
fish meals to his animals instead oi 
supplying it directly to his land as 
fertilizer, the farmer loses hut a trifle 
of its fertilizing value and gains Its 
entire feeding value—t},us making tin 
material yield two profits in the place 
of one.

There are 9384 men and Gf>67 women 
registered in Adams county for the 
November election. According to re­ 
ports flted Thursday at the Adams 
County Commissioners' office by the 
Assessors 
of 
the 
county. Women 
turned out in far greater number than 
was expected by those in charge of the 
work. The majority of male votes in 
the coming electionVill be only slight­ 
ly over 3.000. 
The district with the 
greatest number of women registered 
is Gettysburg. 3rd Ward. 
Gettysburg 
2nd Ward follows. Franklin township 
fcads in the number of men registered. 
Hamiltonban No. 2 is the only voting 
precinct in which no women have re- 
gisterod. 


Nine of the 40 districts in the coun­ 
ty have more women registered than 
men. They 
are: 
Gettysburg, 
2nd 
Ward; Gettysburg, 3rd Ward; Ab­ 
bottstown ; 
Arendtsville; 
Conewago; 
East Berlin; Fairfield; McSherrystown 
1st and 2nd Wards. 
The women have 
their largest majority in Gettysburg, 
Second Ward, ¡¡where they lead ‘the 
ttien by 100. East Berlin is second 
with 45 more women registered than 
men. Arendtsville is third with 30. 
Male voters have their greatest ma­ 
jority in Franklin with a lead of 352. 
Littlestown with 313 more men eligible 
than women takes second place. The 
lowest majority is shown in Tyrone 
No. 1 where 131 ni*en and 129 women 
are on the books. As a whole the Re­ 
publican districts of the county regis­ 
tered more women than the Demo­ 
cratic strongholds. 
If the woman in 
these districts turn out in force at the 
election next fall, it may swing Adams 
county back into the Republican col­ 
umn again, Republican leaders believe. 
Altho Adams has gon-a Republican at 
the last several elections, the total 
number of men registered shows a 
slight Democratic majority. 


According to George Baker, Com­ 
missioners1 Clark, it cost *tlie county 
S28S6.92 to register the male voters. 
In addition to that amount, the cost of 
the registration of women was $970. 
This makes a grand total of $3711.92.

What to Do With Bits of 
Leftovers. 


Most 
housewives 
have 
dozens of 
ways of re-cooklng or serving leftover 
meats, but too many throw awny left- 
over vegetables or serve them airain 
warmed up In the same sauce. 
Vege- 
tables of most kinds admit of so many 
ways of cooking that e\-eu a spoonful 
should never bo wasted. 


We have any number 
of 
recipes 
which tell us how to serve the vege- 
table In any quantity, but we have to 
do In this article with small amounts 
vhich are beneath the notice of the 
average cook. 


A spoonful of cooked beans washed 
from the sauce in whicli they were 
served added to a potato salad will 
make tliat quite n'iiother 
dish; 
the 
same is true of peas, corn or other 
vegetables. 


One cupful of stewed corn will make 
an escalloped dish suiRcient for a small 
family. 
Butter a baking dish, put in 
the corn with .alternate layers of but- 
tered crumbs; dot f^ach layer with bits 
of butter if dry crumbs are used, and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Pour 
over enough milk with a beaten egg 
added to cover the com, and bake until 
firm. 


A cupful of corn will provide corn 
fritters for four people. 
Add egg, n 
tablespoonful of milk and 
flour, 
to 
make a drop batter; add half a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder to the flour; 
fry the size of large oysters in a well- 
greased frying pan or in deep fa^. 


There Is no economy in combining 
with leftovers expensive foods such as 
butter/ cream, eggs and milk, to make 
them pass muster with the family, for 
the object in using leftovers is to be 
frugal, and at the same time serve an 
appetizing dish. 


Corn 
Muffins. 


Beat together one cupful of stewed 
corn drained dry; two egg yolks, one- 
quarter 
teaspoonful of salt, a 
tea- 
spoonful of melted butter; add one 
cupful 6f milk, one and one-half cup- 
fuls of flour sifted with a teaspoonful 
of baking powder. Beat vigorously for 
five minutes, then fold in the well- 
beaten whites of two eggs. 
Half-fill 
heated muflln irons and bake In a hot 
oven half an hour. 


Cold string beans make an excellent 
salad. 
Cook two strips of bacon, cut 
In dice until brown; add a bit of 
minced onion, salt and pepper; add a 
little vinegar and the beans and serve 
hot 


Add a generous h-alf-cupful or more 
of crated cheese to a small dish of 
creiuned string beans. 


A green pea omelet makes a de- 
licious luncheon dish. 
Drain a cupful 
of cooked peas, mash with the back of 
a spoon and season with salt and pep-

LABORATORY TESTS AT AME 


Established That Carburetor Does Not 
Vaporize Gasoline, but Mixes 
It 
With Air—Adds to Tendency of 
Enfline to Make Carbon. 


If the motorcar owner could watch 
the flow of gasoline from the carbure- 
tor Into tlie Intake manifold, he would 
discover that his car. as one of the 
ditties of tho day harmonizes it, is 
"forever blowing bubbles." 
He would 
find that what he thinks is condensa- 
tion of gasoline is not condensation at 
all. but lack of vaporization. 


The steam carburetor has a vital re- 
lation to tills '^blowing of bubbles" In 
the gasoline intake manifold, and it en- 
ables the intake manifold to accom- 
plish a complete vaporization of the 
gasoline, eliminating what the owner 
thinks is condensation 
of 
gasoline. 
The steam carburetor, put to test at 
Ames. 
la., 
agricultural 
college, 
re- 
vealed there seemingly is no such ac- 
tion as condensation of gasoline in the 
intake manlfoUL 


Mereiy Mixes Gas With Air. 


These laboratory tests, made hy\ 
Ames engineers, established that the 
carburetor does not vaporize the gaso- 
line, 
All it does is mix the gasoline 
with air. 
This mixture then passes 
into the intake manifold. 


In the center of this stream as it 
passes Into the manifold Aho engineers 
observed a bluish, cloud-like 
vapor, 
while to each side of this was gaso- 
line In sprayed form. 


The gasoline sprays at each side of 
the blue vapi»r cloud were drawn to- 
ward the cylinders by the suction of 
the motor. 
As they passed in they 
presently struck against the wall of 
the intake manifold. 
At this point 
the sprays turned into tiny globules 
of gascllne or air—In other words. 
Into bubbles.

How much 
more does it cost 
to 
nn acre of corn thnn to jjrow an 
iicre of oata? 
To get a proper com- 
^ parisnn it is necessary to take an Il- 
lustration from a farm on which both 
crops are grown successfully. An es- 
nmple has ,1ust been brought to the 
writer's attention of the« comparative 
cost of ¿crowing corn and oats on a 
Minnesota farm. 
It is furnished by 
Albert Inmer, a well-known farmer in 
Cottonwood county, ^.linn., in an ar- 
ticle which appeared in the Cotton- 
wood Citizen. 


Mr. Inmer says: 
"I had a curiosity 
to know how much it would cost to 
raise an acre of oats and corn. 
To 
find out I kept account, during the 
year, of the time required and the 
cash expended to prow the above men- 
tioued crops." 
His figures show that 
it cost him S31.49 to grow an acre ol 
corn and 51R.13 1-3 to grow an acre of 
oiUs, or a difference of $13.00 an acre 
ID favor of oats. 


Provided the respective crop yields 
nre not altogether oiit of proportion tc 
the cost 
of growing 
the crop, 
this* 
i seems to be a good argument in favoi 
^ o f 
growing oats. 
But to grow oat? 
successfully it is not necessary to us€ 
$150 or $200 land. In western Canada 
some of the best oat-growIng land in 
the world can be bought for about S2C 
nn acre. 
On this land good yields and 
a high quality of grain is obtainable. 


Fifty to sixty bushels to the acre 
In properly prepared land is a fair 
average yield for ohts in western Can- 
ada in a normal season but yields oi 
up to 100 bushels, and even more, tc 
the acre h-ave been frequent in good 
years.

fine, palatable menl which may 
be

as a supplementary ration before now.

The department of agriculture 
has proved by feeding 
e x p e r i m e n t s 
that fish meal equals the high-priced 
tankage as a ration Ingredient, and 
better methods of selecting and milling 
have removed the causes of prejudice.

So far 
the experiments have shown that the 
meal does not taint the animal prod- 
uct, whether it be pork, butter, eggs, 
or milk.

one part of bran, one-half part of beef 
scrap, with 3 per cent grit and 10 per 
cent green feed. Feed this mash three 
thnes daily, or use a mash of three 
parts corn meal, one part low-grade 
wheat flour, one part bran. 5 per cent 
beef scrap, and 3 per cent oyster shell, 
with the green feed and grit added. 


Influence of Feeds. 


The green feed is sometimes left 
out of the ration during the last seven 
days of fastening, as It tends to color 
thè meat and may produce a slightly 
tlabby rather than a firm flesh; how- 
ever. it is easier to keep the ducklings 
lu good feeding condition on a mash 
containing green feed. Boiled fi>?h may 
replace the beef scrap, but should only 
be fed up to within two weeks before 
they lire killed, as it may give a fishy 
taste to their llesh.

A considerable quantity of 
boiled fish is also fed In the mash to 
laying ducks in sections where the 
diick farms border on the water and 
where fish is available at a very small 
cost.
